Shocking State of Affairs at the 
County Poorhouse. 


STARTLING TESTIMONY GIVEN 


— 


Inmates Said to Have Been Treated 
dn a Most Brutal Manner. 


NO CARE TAKEN OF THE INSANE, 


Helpless Women : Locked Up in Foul 2 no- 
- Lined Cells. 


WHAT D SHOWN BY THE INVESTIGATION. 


Wweaton, III., Jan. 2.—[Special. | —Wheat- 
on—ali Du Page County, in fact—has been 
worked up today as it rarely has been be- 
fore. The investigation into the charges 
against the new county poorhouse in regard 
to its treatment of insane patients has begun. 

The Wheaton Humane Society, with its 150 
members and all their social and political ad- 
herents, are arrayed on one side as prose- 
cutorgs. The twelve Supervisors of the coun- 
ty, the Superintendent of the asylum, and 
their friends are drawn up on the other side 
as defendants. Their differences have 
widened until they have assumed the pro- 
portions of a county fight. Everybody that 
isn't on one side is on the other. Ex- 
United States Judge Drummond is demand- 
ing the scalps of the alleged mismanagers. 
The venerable retired farmer William King, 
President of the Board of Supervisors, re- 
gards himself as personally on trial, and is 
against Judge Drummond’s position accord- 
ingly, The local judiciai and village author- 
ities and the local are with Mr. King. 
On the other hand, Judge Drummond has an 
immepse popular support. 

The Rev. C. H. Trusdell, President of the 
State Board of Charities, with Fred H. Wines, 
Secretary, and Jonn W. Whipp, Assistant 
Secretary, reached here shortly before noon 
with a commisgion from Gov. Fifer to con- 
duct the investigation. Lawyers Arthur B. 
Wells and E. B. McCagg came to represent 
the Humane Society as prosecutor, Lawyers 
H. H. Goodrich and George Brown were 


already on hand to appear for the defense. 


THE TRIAL BEGINS 

At 1 o’clock the court-room was filled with 
interested citizens, among them a number of 
ladies connected with the Humane Society. 
Mr. Trusdeli rapped to order and Mr. Wines 
read the already published charges. As the 
horrible tale fell from his lips George 
Broughton, the Superintendent of the Poor- 
house, sat stolid and indifferent within the 
bar-railing. His wife, who sat by his side, 
showed nervousness. The Supervisors looked 
at their feet and imitated Broughton. Peter 
Thompson, one of their number, was the 
only exception. He differs from his fellow- 
members in thinking the poorhouse manage- 
ment bad. And de is a member of the poor- 
house Committee. 

Mr, Whipp, examined by Mr. McCagg, was 
the first witness for the prosecution. 

“T made an examination of the Poorhouse 
Dec. 2,“ he said. I found the general con- 
dimuon of the house excelient—clean and 
orderly. The only criticism of the poor ward 
I have to make is that no partition 
separated the males from the females. 
The insane ward. 8 
on entering — to thi 
female cells was nauseous in the extreme. 
There were two 1 Schuessler 
and Mary Babel —in separate zinc-lined ceils. 
Their clothes were filthy. Their hands were 
bound and they had no méans of t@king care 
of themsglves. The floors of the cells were 
in a condition unfit for them to walk on. 
There was no basin or drain from the room. 
It was zinc-ught, except for a grated window 
high up in one of the walls.“ 

“1 don’t think cells for the insane should 
be zinc-lined,” he said again. “I wouldn’t 
want to stay in a zinc cell myself. I wouldn't 
like to bay itis inhuman to confine tbe in- 
sane in zinc-lined rooms, but it is a close 
question. Zinc is cold on the feet, and uh- 
comfortable generally.“ 

Dr. S. B. Sedgwick of Wheaton, a trustee 
of the Eigin Hospital for the Insane, was the 
next witness. 

Thad occasion last spring to examine the 
Du Page County Poorhouss for a brother 
physician, who wrote to ask me if the poor- 
house would be a good place to send an in- 
sane patient. I reported to him, after inves- 
tigation, that it wasn’t a flt place. The rooms 
for the insane were dirty and emitted a bad 
odor. Again, I Was out there in August. I 
went to see an insane young woman named 
Whitcomb. She was confined nearly naked 
in one of the zinc-lined rooms. Al she had 
on was an undershirt and à narrow strip of 
sheet. She was lying on a bare wire mat- 
tress. There were no attendants. Mr. 
Broughton unlocked the outer door for me 
and I went alone into the female ward and 
into the cell. 
on the poorhouse is paid bat $60 a year, 
which will not enable him to give the pa- 


tients proper service. He should visit the 


house at least twice a week.“ 
FIXING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The lawyers at this point had a discussion as 
to whether the investigation should take tes- 
timony with a view to fixing the responsibil- 
ity for affairs at the poorhouse, whether on 
the Du Page County Supervisors wholly or 
partially, also on the Elgin Hospital for dis- 
„ missing the Schuessler and Babel cases. 
Mr. Trusdell agreed to hear anything throw- 
ing light on the treatment of patients at the 
poorhouse. 

Dr. Wiliam G. Stone, assistant physician 
for the Elgin Hospital, in charge of the fe- 
male wards, was then called, 

he Schuessler and Babel girls,” he said, 
“ were kept properly dressed while at Elgin. 
Miss Schuessler was a tractable patient, and 
could have ben easily kept in good condition. 
Miss Babel, on the other hand, was some- 
what violent. When they were returned to 
Eigin from the Du Page County Poorhouse 
there were excoriations on their arms, doubt- 
less having been made dy cords, but other- 
wise there were no bruises on them. Miss 
Schuessler has not had to be locked up at all 
since she returned, but has been given the 
liberty of the hall. Miss Babei’s clothes have 
been kept on her and she has been induced 
to eat. >? 

S. F. Whitcomb testified:

Louisa had on 
nothing but a chemise. I made her a dress 
and sent it out. In October I went out again, 
taking. a dress, two skirts, two sets of 
under clothing, and a set of sleeves 
designed at a Buffalo insane asylum to en- 
able Mr. and Mrs. Broughton to bind her 
hands in front instead of behind. They had 
told me théy were compelied to keep her 
hands tied to keep her dressed. She had on 
only a dress this time and was cold. I dressed 
her warmly, she assisting and seeming glad 
to be dlothed. Mr. Broughton said he hadn’t 
time to learn how to use tne Buffalo slee ves. 
The next time I heard of her she was naked, 
‘notwithstanding the clothing I had taken.“ 

Miss Marion Shearson corroborated Miss 
Drummond's account of their visit o the 
poorhouse. 

TESTIMONY FORTHE DEFENSE. 

The testimouy of the prosecution closed at 
this point and that for the defense was in- 
troduced. 

Adolph Steenger, a hardware man of 
Naperville who put in the zine walls of the 
poorhouse, David Gushard, a carpenter who 
helped build the house, and Jacob H. Bard, 
another carpenter, testified that at tne sev- 
eral times they had seen the insane women 
they were dressed, and that the smell from 
the cells was not such as to prevent the wit- 
nesses from sleeping up-stairs over night. 

M. S. Grange, who is adivinity student at 
Wheaton College, said: 

“From Aug. 1 to Oct. 4. with the Ox - 
ception of about nine days, I worked at the 
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poorhouse on the masonry work at the barn. . 


I ate ana slept in the poorhouse until about 
the middie of .September. There was a 
hired man in the house whose duty 
it was to keep the place clean 
and look after the inmates. I saw 
no ill-treatment of the inmates by Mr. 
Broughton or any one else. The women 
looked well enough .dressed. There was 
some stench, but it was bearable. While 
Mr. Broughton once was leading one of the 
women to her ceilafter she had been scréam- 
ing she slapped him, but he did notresent it. 
Mr. King, President of the Supervisors’ 
Board, was out there a great deal, and I don’t 

think anything bad could have gone on 
without its being heard of by him and ber- 
eral others of us.“ 

Mr. Wines suggested that the defense was 
wasting time in showing that 
were clothed and decently kept in August 
and September when the charges related to 
their condition in the last week in Octeber 
and the months of November and December. 

A. L. Hamilton, editor of the Turner Aude 
pendent, saig he made an investigation of tne 
poorhouse about the first of December.

ownership of gas and street-car monopolies. 

“Tom” Cratty, who presiaed, further en- 
livened the meeting by drawing wpon his 
large store of witty stories, told in his pecu- 
iarly happy manner. 

Referring to the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court of this State on the illegality of 
the Gas Trust, Col. Jacobson said: 

The Supreme Court bas annoyed the Gas Trust 
a little. But you may safely truss the Gas Trust 
It will get 
around that deeision in some way. 

The street railroads were started with little 
money. The city could have started them in 
the same way and would now be owning 
plants that are worth millions of dollars. 
If this city owned them we would be paying a 
fare of three cents instead of five. The city has 
often been troubled with strikes by the street- 
car men because they were overworked, In 
spite of the inconvenience the citizens have 
generally sympathized with the men because 
they enjoyed every chance to get back at the 
street-car companies. Who ever heard of a 
strike of the empioyés of the ity Water De- 
partment? 

It is all our own fault. It we had gumption 
enough we might now be owning the street rail- 
roads and paying half the price for gas. The gas 
plants are worth now about $10,000,000, but the 
stocks and bonds amount to about 845,000,000, 
upon all of which we pay dividends. If the 
street-car companies were to go into 
a trust they would be capitalized 
at $50,000,000 to 875,000,000. Contrast this 
with the little City of Wheeling, which owns its 
gas-works! The works have been rebwpilt 
and are now worth $500,000. and there is a hand- 
some surplus in the banks to their credit. In

NATURAL MONOPOLISS. 

THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE said recently that 
“where a business, from the nature of things, 
must be a monopoly, that monopoly should be in 
the hands of the whole people for the benefit of 
the whole people.“ Gas and street railway 
transportation are in their nature monopolies. 
There is not a city in the United States where 
there is competition in selling gas. if the city 
owns the gas-works it will furnish the largest 
quantity and best quality of gas forthe least 
money. A private corporation for profit will 
give the least amount of gas for the greatest sum 
of money. There is no middle ground between 
public and private monopoly. Itis the fashion 
| of the people who want to exploit the public for 
their own personal benefit to say that private en- 
terprises can do everything more economically 
than the public. There are now in the worid 
over 500 gas plants owned by the public, eight of 
them in this country. Not one of those cities 
could be induced to let hem go mio private 
hands. 

The speaker gave figures showing the cost 
of producing gus, the cost to the consumer, 

the dividends of the stockholders of the 
—— Gas- Works of New York, his 
conclusion being that they have received 
dividends of 17 per cent per year for twenty- 
two years, and all this time the plants have 
been growing. In 1883, the company being 
on good terms with the assessor, the plant 
was assessed at $61,430. 

The laughter over this had scarcely ceased 
when the faces of the listeners gain broad- 
ened into a smile as the speaker t on: 

It is curious that the men who ar desirous 
of managing their own gas-works ay so anxious 
that we will getinto trouble if manage our 
own. Neither in this country nor ‘Europe has 
there ever been a case of corruption in the water 
or gas works of a city except in Puiladelphia, 
when the whole city govern t Was corrupt. 
The gas people are just the people We rely on to 
maintain municipal purity and from cor- 


ruption. 

A shout of laughter greeted this state 
ment. 

The speaker illustrated the successful 
management of the post-offices by the Gov- 
ernment, and went on: ; | 

The millionaires of the private corporations are 
numerous. Where are the millionaires of the 
Post-Office Department? The millions that go 
into the pockets of the corporations in their en- 
terprises are ir the pockets of thé people in this 
case, and that is where they ought to be. [Ap- 
plause.] 

We must begin now. Eve day that we put 
it off will make the settlement of these questions 
more difficult.- The people wh own these plants 
say it is impracticabie¢, w familiar that 
sounds! That is what the sipveholaer said to 
the abolitionist. That was What the Tory said 
at the time of the Revolution. “Fight 
the British: Empire? What an abvsurdity! 
Govern themselves? What an absurdity’” The 
slaveholders said the cotton crop could not be 
got without slaves. The war freed the slaves, 
and the cotton crop is twice as large. These 
men are the incubus of this Nation. They are 
like the barnacies on a ship. like thé wolf to the 
floék of sheep, like the absentee landlord to the

‘ OTHER VIEWS.

VIOLATION OF THE ANTI-TRUST ‘LAW. 


Suit Brought to Annui the Charter of a 
Nebraska Whisky Trust Distillery. 
Lincoutx, Neb. Jan. 2.—[Special. }|—Quo 
warranto proceedings were commenced in 
the Supreme Court by Attorney General 
Leese against the Nebraska Distilling com- 
pany of Nebraska City to enforce the for- 
feiture of its charter and property for viola- 
lation of the anti-trust law. The petition 
sets up that in July, 1888, the defendant com- 
‘pany did unlawfully and -wiilfully combine, 
confederate, and agree with the Willow 
Springs Distilling company of Omaha and 
other distilling companies in the United 
States that all of said distilleries as were not 
then incorporated should become corpor- 
ate companies. Thereupon the capital stock 
of said companies so incorporated should be 
assigned to a Board of Trustees; that in 
return said board should issue to baid com- 
‘panies certificates of stock divided into 
shares the same as other corporate stocks, 
and that in pursuance to said agreement the 
defendant company did transfer its stock to 
said board and receive in return therefor 
certificates in the trust greatly in excess of 
the nominal value of the stock assigned; that 
said agreement created a monopoly which is 
igjurio as to the laws of trade and in violution 
of the laws of this State. The peti- 
tion prays for a dissoluwon of the company’s 
charter, the appointment of a receiver to 
wind up its affairs, the sale of the rate 
property, and that the proceeds may be cov- 
ered into the school fund of the State. :

Be Dees t Consider the influenza a Dan- 
gerous Diseace. 

New York, Jan. 2.— Dr. George F. Surady, 
editor of the Medical Kecord, has prepared an 
article upon the epidemic of influenza, Which 
Will appear in this week’s issue of that jour- 
nal. Ine doctor says 


There is now no doubt that mfluenza, or what 
i popularly Known as “the grip,” has become 
epuiewic in this city and is seattered broadcast 
over the couniry. It is also quite evident that 
its general characteristics correspond with those 
noted in connection with the prevaiiimg 

of the malady in Russia, Ger-

Increased temperature in tne begin- 
ming of the attack, with the severe pains 
im whe head. back, and lower extrem- 
ities, are the leading phenomena which 
are noted in the large majority of eases. The 
prostration is oftentimes extreme but by. ne 
means dangereus, a i readily yields to the usual 
remedies. The vero of tilness is comparatively 
brief. and rareiy is tne robust patient 


‘ confined to hig room more than two or three 


days, very many, indeed, keeping up and about 
from the beginning to the end of we sickness. 
The reperts of the fatality of the disease, as 
might have been expected, have been very much 
exaggerated. Particularly does this remark 
apply to the alarming reports of the recent 

rate im Paris. In points of fact 
there is no disease with such a 
wide prevalence whish bas such @ compara- 
tively low mortality. In this country, at least, 
there is yet to be reported the first case of death 
which cuo be laid to a pure and simple attack of 
the disease. Even the serious complications 
are so few as scarcely to merit recognition 
alongside of those which are constantly occur- 
ring with the usual diseases of the season. The 
after-effects epidemic will 
doubtless be by feelings of 
prostration less continued 
and a lowe of the health tone. The pre- 
viously robust will quickly rally, while the feeble 
will require stimuisnts and tonics for variable 
periods.

A Well-Kaown Phttadelphian One of the 
Latest Victims. .

The 
serious nature of the influenza epidemic is 
shown by the mortality statistics. During 
the last week there were 2,334 deaths, against 
1,088 for the corresponding week last year, 
This is due to diseases of the respiratory 
organs. The ravages of these complaints is 
clearly shown in the following significant 
table of deaths m Paris: December, 1889, 
5,969; December, 1888, 3,911; increase, 2,058.

IT 18 ONE UF FASHION’S FADS. 


Not a Single Case of La Grippe Has Oc- 
curred in Chicago as Yet. ; 

According to the statements made at the 
Health Department there is no such thing in 
Chicago as la grippe.“ They say there has 
not been and is not now a single case of in- 
Huenza; that the talk about the Russian dis- 
ease having 20,000 victims in this city is the 
purest nonsense, that the doctors who report 
having a dozen or more patients afflicted with 
influenza are mistaken as to the nature of the 
disease; that there has been less sickness 
here now than at the same period in other 
years; and that final la grippe,“ which 
so maay people claim has fastened upon 
them, is in its present ferm absolutely noth- 
ing more than a severe cold. 

In the face of the fact that so many peo- 
ple here insist they are suffering from the 
influenza it will, 1 suppose, seem a rather 
rash statement when I say there is nota 
single case of the disease in Chicago,” said 
W. M. Tomlinson, Registrar of Vital Statis- 
tics, yesterday, but that, nevertheless, is 
the truth, These people have nothing in the 
world but a cold, This whole thing is simpty 
a manta. There is noepidemic. Whenever 
a person catches a little cold he thinks he has 
‘la griope.“ 

“ This weather,“ continued Mr. Tomlinson, 
“isof such a nature that colds are easily 
caught. The number of people suffering 
from colds is not any larger than at any 
other time in the history of Chicago wher 
the weather has so soft. There 
is less sickness” now im @this city 
than there has been in a great many years at 
this particular season und the death rate is 
much smaller. I bave the records to prove 
that my statements are correct. Take the 
month of December of last year. Tne rec- 
ords say in the first week of the month there 
were 24 cases of pneumonia and 13 of bron- 
chitis. The second week there were reported 
to the Health Department 17 cases of bron- 
chitis and 29 of pneumonia, 22 of bronchitis 
and 82 of pneumonia the third week, and 17 
of bronchitis and 36 of pneumonia tne fourth 
week. The death rate for the week ending 
Dec. 7 was 15.27; Dec. 14, 14.01; Dec. 21, 15.18; 
and Dec. 28, 16.64. 

THE RECORDS OF PAST Y#ARS. 

“*Now I will take the records for the ménth 
of December, 1888. They show that in tne 
first week of the month there were 10 cases 
of bronchitis and 29 of pneumonia; 15 of. 
bronchitis and 16 of pneumonia the second 
week; 16 of bronchitis and B of pneumonia 
tue third week; and Wof bronchitis and 31 
of pneumonia the fourth week. The death 
rate for the first week of this month was 
17.42; the second, 15.47; the third, 14.76; and 
the fourth, 18.10. 

„Now, take into consideration the fact 
that in 1888 Chicago had but 830,000 people, 
whereas it now has 1,100,000, and you will see 
by the figufes which I have furnished yeu 
that the death rate for this vear is much 
smaller than it was last year, when, by tne 
way, it was a great deal less than that of for- 
mer years. The various other diseases be- 
sides those I have mentioned have been re- 
markably few this year, and they cut no 
great figure in the death rate.

For instance, a consumptive 
who got a good dose of influenza would likely 
die, but it would pot seriously harm a person 
who was perfectly well before catching it.

THE BUGABOO OF CENTRALIZATION. 

At this rather late day the New York Her- 
ald has discovered in President Harrison's 
message recommendations which it thinks 
look toward a “dangerous centralization of 
power in the Federal Governmeat.’’ Charg- 
ing that President Harrison is making an 
earnest appeal for pusbing Federal Govern- 
ment further than ever betore into the pro- 
vince. of State sovereignty” the Herald 
makes the following enumeration of recom- 
mendations incorporated in his message to 
Congress: 


First—The enactment of a Federal law for the 
protection of all Federal officers and the trial of 
ali such cases in the courts of the United States. 

Second~—Prohibitory and penal legislation 

ainst trusts. 
ird—Tranosferring all naturalization matters 
fgom State to Federal courts. 

Fourth —A statute regulating the construction 
and equipment of railway cars. 

Fifth— National aid to education—the notori- 
ous Blair scheme. 

Sixth—Federal control of Federal elections, 

Seventhb—Legisiation to secure civil rights to 


af Solored eitizens. 


What reason is there why each of these 
recommendations should not be considered 
on its merits irrespective of any dogmas 
about State sovereignty or the centra!ization 
of power in the Federal Government? It is 
an abuse ofyterms to speak of State Govern- 
ments beimg “sovereign.” The only sov- 
eréign authority known iu this country is 
that of the people, and the respective gov- 
ernments are mere agencies or instrumen- 
talities to execute their will, and they can 
assign functions to one or the other as they 
see fit. The Herald talks as though the 
States were on the side of the people, while 
the Federa) Government was @ dangerous 
outside power, whoreas both are owned and 
controlled by the voters, and Pres 
idents and Congressmen are public 
servants as much as Governors and 
members of the State Legislatures and 
subject equally to popular purpose, In the- 
ory the President is selected by the Electoral 
College, but members of that body are mere 
puppets, and the actual election is by the 
people the voters. Congressmen are chosen 
by direct popular vote, and United States 
Senators are elected by Legisiatures just as 
State officers usually are. The Supreme 
Court may seem a considerable distance 
away from the people, but its members can 
be impeached and removed from office for 
flagrant misconduct. In fact, however, the 
Supreme Court, while made ap of Repub- 
lican Judges, has not only sustained the high- 
est character for integrity, ability. and im- 
partiality, but has vigilaatiy protected ali the 
| rights of the “States” and quickly checked 
Congress whenever it stepped over the di- 
viding line of respective powers. 

In many cases Congress has through mo- 
tives of policy deciined to exercise undoubt- 
ed constitutional powers, but that is no rea- 
son why it should not do so whenever a ne- 
cessity arises and such action should be 
deemed expedient. For instance, it was not 
until a hundred years after the adoption of 
the Constitution that the right to regulate 
inter-State commerce was exercised so as to 
control railroad traffic in the interests of the 
people. With new exigencies springing up 
there may be a necessity for the exercise of 
powers long aormant. Why shouldu't the 
Federal Government control its own elec- 
tions, suppress trustism in the field of inter- 
State commerce, secure greater safety in in- 
ter-State travel and transportation, or con- 
fine national naturalization and the grant of 
Federal citizenship to its own courts? These 
are merely questions of expediency. 

The Blair bill shouid be oppésed not as a 
measure of centralization or anything of 
that sort, but because it would tend to de- 
stroy self help, cause carelessness, and pau- 
perize the educational systems of the South- 
ern States. 

The recommendations made by the Presi- 
dent are not to be condemned because not in 
barmony with the exploded doctrine of State 
, sovereignty, but are to be considered on their 
merits, and accepted or rejected just as it 
may be thought expedient for the Federal 
Government to act or not. Any action that 
may be taken will be inside the Constitution, 
and if Congress should cross the line be- 
tween State and Federai authority the 
Supreme Court will correct the error, as it 
has done many times since that bench has 
been occupied by Republican Judges. 


THE CANADIAN ANNEXATION QUESTION. 

Mr. William Pipe,in a communication to 
Tun TrRisunge a day or two ago, describes 
alleged obstacles which he fears stand in 
the way of the application of Canada for an- 
nexation to the United States—namely: the 
difference between the British Canadians 
und the French Canadians, growing out of 
race ana dogmatic feeling, and the supposed 
impossibuity of assimilating or amaigamat- 
mg them after they have been annexed, thus 
entailing constant trouble. We do not ap- 
prehend that tne danger is as great as our 
correspondent fegrs. The French Canadians, 
especially in the Province of Qiebec, to 
which be refers, are very strong and proba- 
bly number 35 to 40 out of every 100 of the 
total population of Canada. They have 
always dominated Lower Canada, including 
Montre@fand are spreading somewhat into 
ns other provinces, and they have produced 
a crisis where they are too strong in Lower 
Canada for the Protestant element to domi- 
nate them, and they hold the balance of 
political power in the Dominion. 

But s Canada were annexed. As 
against one French Canadias State there 
would be six or seven English, Scotch, and 
Ulster [Irish Canadian States. In other 
words, halfa dozen Protestant States ana 
one Catholic State would come into the great 
American Union. The forty-two American 
States would have no difficulty in hanal.ng 
the new acquisiuons. The French Catholics 
under our State system would have their own 
autonomy in local matters; they wouid be 
represented at Washington by two Senators 
and in the House by their proper quota of 


| répresentation. The seven other States 
: would have fourteen Senators and the proper

WEATHER QUACKERY. 


ſught of 1889.“ As a conse 
quence of the Hutchinson corner (in Septem- 
ber, 1888) the wheat is retained in this 
country to tide over the 1889 famine, instead 
of being shipped to Europe at low figures.” 
The language here quoted may be found on 
pages 88 and 34 of Blake's weather predic- 
tions for last year, published in 1888, as being 
“according: to mathematical calculations 
based on astronomical laws,“ a work which 
also predicted a mean temperature of four. 
degrees for last month in Northern Illinois, 
the same being 25 degrees below the average 
for that month inaseries of several preced- 
ing years. 

It needs not to inform the intelligent reader 
that the whole of this was about as far from 
the truth as it ‘possibiy could be. But to 
judge from the avidity with which these and 
kindred predictions are swallowed year after 
year by the press and the public it would 
appear not to be generally realized that they 
are mere guesses, and if right can only be so 
by virtue of the accident which some call 
coincidence. The mischief with the kind of 
trash of which the above is a sample is that 
whenever such à ‘coincidence occurs the fact 
1s widely published as a verification of the 
prediction, while the much mofe numerous 
cases of failure are passed over in silence. 
It is as an exception to this rule that 
Tue TRIBUNE calls attention to the egregious 
failure of the said Blake for last year, and 
not because he is any worse donkey or knave 
than his fellows, some one of whom crops out 
every now and then with an alleged infallible 
discovery which is ly as old as the hills. 
Tne said Blake is, however, entitied to the 
distinctuon of having some thirteer or four- 
teen years ago claimed to be the discoverer 
of six new astronomicai laws, five of which 
proved on examination to be mere algebraic 
transpositions of the laws of Kepler and 
the other one false because based on 
a misconception of the Keplerian teach- 
ings. Ina the same document in which 
He announced these “new laws” to a worid 
hungering and thirsting after knowledge 
he stated that he was prepared to undertake 
the work of weather prediction, but wanted 
to be able to employ a corps of computers to 
do the work necessary to such prophesying. 
Presumably he has succeeded in hiring the 
required aid, as the pamphlet quoted from 
contains Glaborate tables of temperature and 
raiofall for each month in several distinctive 
areas in the United States, and it should go 
without saying that the stuff is not worth 
the paper on which it is printed. Fortunate 
ly for the community this weather quackery, 
though extensively believed in, is compara- 
tiveiy harmless, since the loss incurred is 
limited to the smali sums paid out by the vic- 
tims for printed copies of the worthless 
vaticinations. 


ELECTRIFIED TO DEATH. 

The Supreme Court of New York has de- 
cided that it is constitutional to kill a man by 
electricity. Those who tried to have the law 
set aside took the ground that the clause in 
the Constitution forbidding the impositon of 
cruel or unusual punishments had been vio- 
lated in this case, The court holds other- 


wise, It says that undoubtedly these words | 


are a limitauon on the power of the Leis- 
lature, and were that body to direct that mur- 
derers. be put to death by the slow and pain- 
ful processes of other days—such as sawing 
them in two or cooking them on a, gridiron— 
that such a law would be set aside. But in 
the case of death by electricity the court 
says that the element of cruelty has not been 
proved. The evidénce taken for the Legis- 
lature and on other occasions proves that 
death is so immediate that there is no time 
for consciqusness of pain. It has also been 
shown that death is certain ana that there is 
no room for that bungimg which has often 
doubied the horrors of the rope. 

But while the Supreme Court has spoken 
the Court of Appeais remains to be heara 
from, and there have been many occasions 
when that court of last resort has saved the 
life of a murderer. The matter will be 
argued before the highest court this month. 
It may decitie offhand or it may take its 
time: The man in whose behalf the law is 
being attacked is perfectly willing the court 
should take all the time it wants to: He was 
copvicted last May, but has not been heard 
to complain of ‘the slowness of Judges. 

If it is proven by repeated trials that elec- 
tricity is sure to kill without pain it may be 
that the growing unwillingness to impose the 
death penalt¥ will be checked, Much of that 
feeling is due to the belief that a man who is 
banged suffers great pain, especially when 
the qxecutioner blunders, as he often does. 
Hew object to the removal from earth of a 
vile assassin, but many are not ate to stom- 
ach the thought of slowly choking him to 
death. Perhaps if Illinois had been in the 
habit for years of disposing of her criminals 
with a dynamo, instead of the gallows, Juror 
Culver might not have been so anxious to get 
on the Cronin jury, or, being there, would not 
have made such a strenuous fight for the 
lives of Burke and his associates. It is easy 
to see how his tender soul was shocked at 
the thought of three or more men with 
shrouded forms dungling from side to side.

It was the scene of all 
her early triumphs and more than all other 
countries it has witnessed and contributed to 
the wonderful career that has placed her at 
the bead of the world’s vocalsts since the 
days of Grisi, Persiani, and Malipran. Mme. 
Nordica is also a fail-fledged American and a 
singer of whom Americans have the right to 
be proud. Mme. Albani, like Mme. Patti, 
was not born in me United States, but in 
Canada, which makes her an American. She 
crossed the line when a child and has always 
belonged here—the adopted child of Albany, 
N. ¥. 

There was a time when it might have been 
asked who listens to an American singer, 
but that time has gone by. For some years 
past American singers have been coming to 
the fore and have made reputations not only 
at home but abroad. The list of American 
stars is really a formidable one, both in the 
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good reason why American singers 
should not take the lead. Having the singers 
and the largest end most elegant opera- 
bouses in the world there is equally no rea- 
son why we shoula not have American

PROF. DAVIDSON'S IX DICTMENT OF SHAKS- 
PEARE. — 

Prof. Thomas Davidson in his recent pub- 
lished address at the Art Institute upon 
“Shakspeare’s World and Ite Limitations” 
formulates a serious indictment against the 
great poet. The principal counts are: 
(1) That Shakspeere’s world is only a phantas- 
magoria which has no ‘direct relauons with 
God and a future life; (2) that nowhere in 
his works do we find any trace of a divine 
purpose, “nowhere angeis, nowhere Provi- 
dence”; (3) that he never looks beyond the 
earth; and (4) that good ana evil never in- 
terest him. These four counts, elaborated 
at great length by Prof. Davidson, might 
have been condensed into oneé—namely: that 
Shakspeare is of tne earth, earthy, and bas 
no ethical or religious purpose in his great 
poems. Hence the professor finds nothing 
in him to worship, 

Has Prof. Davidson read his Shakspeare 
closely? Are there nowhere angels in his 
works? Shakespeare no less than eighty- 
three times make allusions to angels and 
shows an intimate acquaintance with the 
whole angelic choir, cherubim, seraphim, 
archangels, and all. It was Hamlet who 
called upon angels and ministers of grace to 
protect nim, and Horatio summoned fiights of 
angels to sing Hamiet to his rest. It was 
Juliet whose “immortal part with angels 
hives.” It was Cardinal Wolsey’s impress- 
ive warning that by the sin of ambition the 
angels fell. Itis Norfolk who tells the Lord 
Cbamberiain in Henry the Eighth of “the 
excellence that angels love good men with.“ 
Is there no recogritaon of che divine scheme! 
Has not Prof. Davidson read Isabella’s piea 
for her brother in * Measure for Measure: 


Alas, alas! 
all the souls that were were forfeit once; 
* We that might the vantage dest bave took, 
Found out the remedy. How would you be 
If He, which ts the top of judgment, should 
But judge you as you are! O, think on that 


It was by “Providence divme that Pros- 
pero was saved in this world of phantasma- 
goria. It is Hamlet who avers there is “a 
divinity that shapes our ends“ and “a spe- 
cial Providence in the fall of a sparrow” and 
who fears the undiscovered country from 
whose bourn no traveler returns.“ No dram- 
atist ever lived who has so richly developed 
the attributes of God, of goodness, of mercy, 
and of salvation, for one whose characters 
embody nobler lessons in ethics, the qual- 
ity of mercy,” “to revenge is no valor but 
to dear, and “ the earth is wronged by man’s 
oppression,” of on religion the twofold 
force of prayer—to be forestalled ere we 
come to fall or pardoned, being down.” We 
have not the space to multiply quotataons, 
but the keynotes of a lofty system of ethics 
and of lite beyond this world are often 
sounded. Ariel’s call to repentance—*“ You 
three men of sin, unless you transform your 
lives, you will fall iato lingering perdition”’ 
does not stand alone. More than once he 
takes his reader into the confines of the 
spiritual world and always, as it seems to us, 
with the purpose of enforcing the great les- 
sons of morai order in the world, the advan- 
tage of right livimg, and the penalties of 
gurit, 

We submit that ample evidence may be 
gathered in Shakspeare’s plays, comedies as 
well as tragedies, to make a competent case 
against Prof. Davidson’s indictment. We 
may agree with him that Shakspeare is no 
sermonizer, still less that he puts himself 
forward as thé moral or spiritual guide of 
humanity. Like Hamiet and like all of us he 
realizes the mystery of death and the future 
world. All of us have been in his damned 
vacillating state,” but to claim that he loses 
tune opportunity of enforcing the logic of 
morais and spirituality is a little too much, 
for his pages are crowded with it. The 
trouble with philosophical and transcendental 
students of Shakspeare, as it seems to us, 16 
that they project themselves into his works, 
assume certain motives and purposes,and put 
in meanings which the poet never intended 
and of which he probably ver dreamed. 
Assuming Shakspeare’s gent he was not 
a philosopher nor is there any evidence that 
he wrote his plays with any ethical, spiritu- 
al, or philosophical purpose in view. On the 
other hand, there is abundant evidence 
to show that he was the great 
adapter of his time, that he borrowed his 


plots from contemporary and classical 


sources aud worked them up to make money 
and piease the people, and that he was not 
above using gags and topical material to 
make them popular. This does not derogate 
from his géniuys in enriching and beautifying 
these stories or bis power in describing 
physical and analyzing human nature. Were 
Shakspeare &live today no Man mm the world 
would be more astonished than he at the 
motives, theories, and systems which one set 
of philosophers delve out of his clear, simple 
text, and at the motives, theories, and sys- 
tems which another set of phildsophers fail 
to find in it. If Prof. Davidson would take 
off his philosophical spectacies and read 
Shakspeare with the natural eye he would 
find much to worship in him.

Minority Report to Be Submitted by 
Ad. Dunham. ~ : 

The Council's Special Committee on Smoke 
has at last agreed upon a report, and it will 
be presented to the Council Monday evening. 
The matter has been delayed for weeks on 
account: of a break in the opinionsof the 
different} members as to what should be 
recommended to the Council. Ald. Dunham 
hed a report. which recommended that the 
city purchase the patent of the Murphy 
device, and insist upo® ite use. 
To this Chairman Vierling and other 
members of the committee objected. Efforts 
were made to have Aid. Dunham eliminate 
this from his report, and a tinal meeting was 
held yesterday. The latter held on tena- 
ciously ta his point, and in consequence Ald. 
Dunham will present a minority report. The 
majority report, which will be signed by Ala. 
Vierling, Horner, and Muelhoefer, is as fol- 
lows: : 

We have given the subject the attention its 
importance deserves, ha n aided m our 
investigation by the Citizens Association, whose 
officers and expert examiner gave us the benefit 
of their experience and investigations. We have 
received the bearty coiperation of Mr. Genun 
of tne Health Department. We have also calle 
to our assistance for advice and information 
many engineers, firemen, and others, who have 
practical knowledge of the subject, and have ex- 
amined a largé number of devices of various 
kinds now in use for the purpose of preventing 
Smoke. t 3 b 

The object to be aimed at in the suppression 
of the nuisance under consideration is the sup- 
pression of smoke. Its consumption after it has 
arisen in the furnaces,is.a delusion which has re- 
tarded all efforts for abatement. The object can 
be best accomplished aidea by the application 
of some good device, which is usually if not al- 
ways rendered necessary by the faulty construc- 
tion of the furnace or of the smokestack, or by a 
defect in the setting of the boiler, or for want of 
space in the boiler inclosure. Many beiler-rooms 
are totally unfit for use as such—either deficient 
in height or superficial area, badly ventilated or 
lighted, and unwholesome for weir occupants. . 

FALSE KCONOMY. 

The false idea of economy induces the pro- 
prietors of many establishments to employ men 
of inferior capacity to attend to the important 
business of stoking. Engineers as a class are 
men of intelligence and are aware of the cause 
of the difficulty and kao its remedy, but in 
most instances display a singular apathy in re- 
garda to it. 

For this and other reasons briefly given above 
we are of the opinion that some good device 
should in nearly every instance de attached to 
the furnace for the purpose of creating better 
combustion and thereby preventing smoke, and 
our observations induce us to believe that a coke 
chamber with an automatic stoker are the best 
in both principle and practice. 

Devices for the introduction of air and steam, 
either through the bridge or wall over the sur 
face of the coal and arches, either single or 
double, over orin front and rearof the bridge 
wall, are, many of them, effective, but they in- 
volve the application of the main principle— 
careful firing—which it is dificult to insure. The 
steam jet also being entirely under the control 
of the fireman is liabie to this and perhaps other 
objections. 

e suggestion of the compulsory use of coke 
or anthracite coal as a substitute of coal is not, 
in our opinion, a wise and feasible one. Soft 
coal is a product of ourown State; the amount 
used is large, amounting in full to not 
less than .000 per annum in the 
business district of Chicago, and its 
abandonment would be a serious economic and 
financial intrusion on the rights of a large and 
great industry. There is, besides, no kind of 
necessity for the change, as the smoke of soft 
coal can be stopped sufficiently to be inoffensive 
without loss to any one, because the economy 
of fuel resulting from its suppression will more 
than pay the expense of the operation. 

The foregoing observations apply more par- 
ticularly to stationary boilers, but they are also 
toagreat extent applicable to those of tugs, 
steamers, and locomotives. Careful firing will

The Smoke Inspector during the last three 
months has made an extended investigation 
into the practical workings and beneficial 
results derived from many of the 
smoke-preventing devices brought to his 
notice, and wherever he found a device that was 
practically abating the smoke nuisance a test of 
its economic efficiency was made, many of the 
tests being made för the special benefit of your 
committee. In every test it was found that with 
a device about 75 to 9) per cent of the smoke 
was abated, in adaition to generating more steam 
with the same amount of fuel, this showing that 
the use of the devices tested was a matter of 
economy rather than expense. 

We do not recommend the adoption by the 
city of any one or more devices for compulsory 
application. believing.that open competition on 
the part of the inventors will accomplish the de- 
sired object if the ordinances are enforced. We 
recommend that See. 1.651 and Sec. 1,052 be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 2,651. The owner or owners of any boat or 
company controlling focomotive engine, and the 
person or persons employed engineer, fire- 
man, or otherwise in the working of the boiler or 
boilers or machinery in said boat, or in operat- 
ing such locomotive, and the proprietor, lesses, 
and occupant of any building, and the person 
or persons employed as engiacer, fireman, 
or otherwise in the management of any steam 
engine or boiler connocted with, or used, or op- 
erated in said building, who shall permit or al- 
low dense smoke to issue or be emitted from the 
su.okestack or chimney of any locomotive or 
building within the corporate limits shall be 
deemed and held guilty of creating a nuisance, 
and shall upon conviction thereof for every 
offense be finedin asum not less than $ nor 
more than #50. Provided, however, that the 
penalty shall not apply to the person or persons 
empioged as engineers, firemen, or otherwise. if 
the proprietor or employer thereof shall have 
failed to supply a device for the suppression of 
smoke, but said penalty shall apply to said 
lessee, proprietor, or occupant. 

“Sec. 1.662 It shall be the duty of the Com- 
missioner of Health and the Superintendent of 
Police to cause Secs, 1,650 and 1.651 of this ar- 
ticle to be enforeed, and to make complaint 
against and cause to be prosecuted all persons 
violating the same; and they shall for that pur- 
pose have authority to enter all premises for the 
purpose of enforcing the provisions of this ordi- 
nance.”’

Sheriff Satter of Punxsutawney, Pa., Spofts 
a Coal Companyr’s Program. 

PUNXSUTAWNEY, Pa., Jan. 2.—The Buffalo, 
Rochester & Pittsburg Coal company, whose 
employés, to the numberof 1,500 men, are now 
on strike, were not successful in their efforts 
to eject the miuers from their houses today, 
Sheriff Sutter refusing to act as promptly in 
the matter as the company desired. Today 
was set by the company as the time for exe- 
cuting the writs of ejectment which have 
already been issued, but the Sheriff has until 
February to make return of his writs, and 
he can serve them any time within the inter- 
vening period that may suit his inclinations.

Two Men Lose Their Lives at Economy, Pa.

An extraordinary stimulus was thus giver to all 
forms of trade in the United States. For ten 
years—1846 to 1856—these adventitious aids came 
in regular succession and exerted their powerful 
influence upon the prosperity of the country. 

The withdrawal or termination of these influ- 
ences, by a treaty of peace in Europe and by the 
surcease of gold from California, placed the tar- 
iff of 1846 where a real test of its merits or it de- 
meriis could be made.

answer was made in the ensuing 
year by a widespread financial panic, which 
involved the ruin of thousands, including pro- 
portionately as many in the South as in the 
North, leaving the country disordered and dis- 
tressed in all the avenues of trade. [The panic 
here described was not under the tariff of 1846, 
but tme one passed in 1857 by a Republican House 
and a Democratic Senate which cut down all 
duties to a Maximum of 0 per cent ad valorem. 
It was the lowest tariff since the war of 1812.— 
Ep.] The disastrous results of this tariff upon 
the permunent industries of the country are 
described in President Buchanan's well-remem- 
bered message, communicated to Congress 
after the panic: With unsurpassed plenty 
in all the elements of national wealth, our 
manufacturers have suspended, our public works 
are retarded, our private enterprises of different 
kinds are abandoned, and thousands of useful 
laborers are thrown out of employment and re- 
duced to want.“ This testimony as to the re- 
. sult of a free trade tariff is all the more forcible 
from the fact that Mr. Buchanan, as a member 
of President Polk's Cabinet, had consented to 
the abandonmient of protection, which in his 
earlier career he had earnestly supported. 

If these disasters of 1857, flowing from the 
free trade tariff, could have been regarded 
as exceptional, if they had been with- 
out parallel or precedent, ther might not 
have had so deadiy a Significance. But 
the American people had twice before passed 
through a similar experience. On the eve of the 
War of 1812 Congress guarded the National 
strength by enacting a l protective tariff. 
By its own terms this tariff must end with the 
war. When the new tariff was to be formed a 
popular cry arose against war duties,“ though 
the country had prespered under them despite 
the exhausting effect of the struggle with Great 
Britain. But the prayer of the people was an- 
swered and the war duties were droppea from 
the tariff of 1816. The business of the country 
was speedily prostrated. The people were soon 
reduced to as great distress as in that melan- 
choly period between the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War and the organization of the Nation- 
al Government—1788 to 1789. Col. Benton's vivid 
description of the perioa of depression following 
the reduction of duties comprises in a few lines 
a whole chapter of the history of free trade in 
the United States: 

„No price for property; no sales except those 
of the sheriff and the marshal; no purchasers at 
execution sales except the creditor or some 
boarder of money; no employment for industry ; 
no demand for labor: no sale for the products of 
the farm: nosound of the hammer except that 
of the auctioneer knocking down property. Dis- 
tress was the universal cry of the people; relief 
the universal demand,“ 1 

HELIEF FROM PROTMCTIVE TARIFF. 

Relief came at last with the enactment of 
the protective tariff! of 18%, the support 
of which leading men of both parties pa- 
triotically united for the common good. That act, 
supplemented by the act of 1828, brought genu- 
ine prosperity to the country. The credit of pass- 
ing the two protective acts was not due to one 
party alone. It was the work of the great men 
of both parties. Mr. Clay and Gen. Jackson, Mr. 
Webster and Mr. Van Buren, Gen, William 
Henry Harrison and Richard M. Johnson, Silas 
Wright and Louis McLane voted for one or the 
other of these acts, and several of them voted 
for both. The coéperation of these eminent men 
is a great historic tribute to the necessity and 
value of protection. Plenty and prosperity fol- 
lowed, as if by magic, the legislation to which 
they gave their support. We have their concur- 
rent testimony that the seven years yg | 
the enactment of the protective tariff, of 1 
were the most discouraging which the young Re- 
public in its brief life had encounte and that 
the seven years which followed its enactment 
ae precedent the most prosperous and 

ppy. 

Sectional jealousy and partisan zeal could not 
endure the great development of manufactures

Turiee 
were these burdens removed by the enactment of 
& protective tariff. rice the protective tariff 
promptly led to industrial activity, to financial 
ease. to prosperity among the people. And this 
happy condition lastéd in each case, with no 
diminution of its beneficent influence, ubtil il- 
legitimate political cOmbinations, baving their 
origin in personal and sectional aims, precipi- 
tated another era of free trade. A perfectiy im- 
partial man, unswerved the excitement which 
this question engenders in popular discussion, 
might ootely be asked if the half century's ex- 
perience, with its three trials of both systems, 
did not establish the wisdom of protection in the 
United States. It the, inductive method of 
reasoning may be trusted we certainly have a 
— 1 pasis of conclusion in the facts here de- 
te . 

And by what other mode of reasoning can we 
safely proceed in this field of controversy? The 
great method of Bacon was by rigid and pure ob- 
servation, aided by experiment and fructified 
by induction.” Let us investigate from effects 
to causes, and not from causes to effects.“ Sure- 
iy it is by a 4 of experiments. and by 
that test only, t any country can establish an 
industrial system that will best aid in develop- 
ing its hidden wealth and establishing its per- 
manent prosperity. And each country must act 
intelligently for itself. Questions of trade can 


no more be regulated by an exact science than 


crops can be prod with accurate forecast. 
The unknown quantities are. 80 many that a 
problem in trade or agriculture can never have 
an absolute answerin advance. But Mr. Glad- 
stone, with an apparent confidence in results as 
anshaken as though he were dealing with the 
science of numbers, ds to demonstrate the 
advantage of fre trade. He is positively certain 
in advance of the answer which experiment will 
give, and the inference is that nothing is to be 
guin by awaiting the experiment. Mr. Giad- 
stone may argue for Great Britain as he will, 
but for the United States we must insist on 
being guided by facts, and not by theories; we 
must insist on adhering to the teachings of ex- 
pnts Which have been carried forward by 
generalizauon to well- grounded conclu- 


Blaine proceeds from this point to show 
that the cause of the panic in 1873, when the pro-

r. Gladstone is entirely frank. He tells the 
laborers on protected articies that they would be 
better engaged in ‘‘rais more cervals and 
more cotton at low prices., Where does Mr. 
4“ market for the additional 
grain and cotton to be raised by American me- 
chanics becoming farmers and increasing the 
production of those great stapies? The foreign 
market is filled with a competing grain supply 
to such a degree that already the price of wheat

It is safe to go even farther and state that in 
the 100 largest fortunes that have been viewed as 
such in the last ten years not five have been de- 
rived from the profits of protected manufactures. 
Their origin will be found in the flelds of invest- 
ment already referred to...Moreover, the fear 
of the evil effect of large fortunes is exaggerated. 
Fortunes rapidly change. With us weaith sel- 
dom lasts beyond two generations. There is but 
one family in the United States recognized vs 
possessing large wealth for four consecutive gen- 
erations. When Mr. Jefferson struck the tiow 
that broke down the right of primogeniture and 
destroyed the privilege of entail he swept away 
the only ground upon which wealth can de se- 
cured to one family fora long period. The m- 
crease in the number of heirs in successive gen- 
erations, the rightful assertion of equélity 
among children of the same parents, the ready 
destruction of wills that depart too far from this 
principle of right, and, above all. tne uncertainty 
and the accidents of investment, scatter fortunes 
to the wind and give to them ail the uncertainty 
that betides human existence, 

In no event can the growth of large fortunes 
be laid to the charge of the protective policy. 
Protection has proved a distributor of great 
sums of money; not un agency fur amassing it in 
the hands ofa few. The records of our savings- 
banks and building associations can be appenied 
to in supprt of this statement. The benefit of 
protection goes first and last to the men who 
earn their bread in the sweat of their faces. The 
auspicious and momentous result is that never 
before in the history of the world has comfort 
been enjoyed, education acquired, and inde- 
pendence secured by so * a „ tego of the 
total population as in e United States of 
America, JAMES G. BLAINE.

According to newspaper reports there are 
even yet gentiemen writing M D.“ after 
their names who say: We hope we shall 
succeed in locating the grippe bacillus.’ 
That was done with scientific perfection as 
long ago as 1865, by Dr. J. H. Salisbury of 
New York City. Dr. Salisbury was in charge 
of the State laboratory of New York, 
under the State geological survey, from 
1846 to 1854, is known to scientists all over 
the world as an eminent living microscopist, 
and has treated many thousands of. cases of 
this disease. As long ago as 1878 he gave to 
the world, through Dr. Hallier’s Zatschrift fur 
Parisitenkunde (Jena, Prussia)—the world’s 
leading journal of microscopy the results of 
his long- continued agd exhaustive study of 
the animalcular organisms causing this dis- 
ease, named by him asthmatos ciliaris. W. 
Savilie Kent’s great Manual of the Infu- 
soria”—three large volumes publisned in 
London in 1882 and universally recognized as 
the highest authority—recognized and con- 
firmed Dr. Salisbury’s discovery of the inter- 
esting liitie creature and honored it from a 
scientific point of view as the first and only 
known representative of the us asthmatos

tarrh”’ to the disease and presented the fol- 
lowing portraits of asthmatos giliaris—its 
cause. 

The descriptive article contributed by him 
to the journal in question was as follows: 


DR. SALISBURY’S ILLUSTRATED LA GRIPPER. 
Infusorial catarrh is purely a parasitic disease, 
ansing from a cular animalcular organism 
armed upon one side with cilia. This organism 
assumes a great variety of shapes and by 
Watching its development and metamorphoses 
under the microscope it may be seen to trans- 
form itself into all the different forms represeht- 
ed in the figures from 1 to 17. The most usual 
shapes appear to be either spherical or Oval, as 
seen in Figs. 1 to & frequently sends out 
a proboscis, at the end of wich is a dilated and 
elongatea cilium, as represented at K. 15, 16, and 
17. is proboscis muy be in the center of tne 
mass of cilia, as at 15 or 16, or at one side, as at 
14 and 17. It may be drawn in, lea a nipple- 
like elevation, as at 10; or may disappear enti 
ly, leaving the organism oval (8) or spheric; 
e boscis often only partially disappea 
is only partially drawn in, while a constriction 
occurs in the form, as represented at 13 and 14. 
It may be simply a lurgely-dilated cilium,; as at 
17 and 18; or the cell walls may go out, ing 
a more or less sharp protuberance, as at 15; or 
the walis may go still further out, form a 
more or less fusiform organism, as at 16. 

The young are developed within the t 
cell, and when mature are discharged at the end 
of the organism opposite the cilia, as seen at 
Fig. 18. The parent becomes quite dilated be- 
fore delivering; and as the young one is dis- 
charged the parent cell becomes shrunkeh and 
shriveled for atime. The aperture soon, how- 


ever, closes, the wrinkled, shriveled condition of. 


the sac walls disappears, and the parent moves 
about again, fresh. plump, and lively as ever. 
The cilia are in active motion during the greater 
part of the life existence of the animal, and pro- 
duce a most aggravating irritation of the mucous 
surfaces. The young organisms 1, % 8, 4, 5, and 
6 have a rolling, rocking, vibrat motion from 
side to side, making about one-third ot & revolu- 
tion on the transverse axis at each oscillation. 
The more mature cells either vibrate slightly or 
have a tremulous motion, their cilia not moving

Symptoms—After once obtaining a foothold on 
the mucous surfaces of the air they 
multiply rapidly.
